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concluded before the Military Tribunal, 

sitting at Collins Barracks, Dublin, of 
four Blue Shirts from the ‘Thurles (Co. Tip- 
perary) district, Jerry Ryan (a former 
Colonel of the Free State Army and a mem- 
ber of the Central Council of the League of 
Youth), Hubert Johnston, John Harty and 
James Cantwell. They had been indicted 
on various charges concerning the alleged 
attempted murder by shooting of Edward 
Kinane, at his farmhouse near Upperchurch, 
on April 2lst; with unlawful assembly when 
horses belonging to Harty’s father were sold 
for unpaid rates at the Thurles pound on 
Apes 12th; and with attempted obstruction 
when the horses were taken from the town 
by police on April 14th. 
_ Counsel in the case were:—For the State-— 
Mr. J. Geoghegan, K.C., T.D.; Mr. G. 
Gavan Duffy, RC. and Mr. P. J. McKnery 
(instructed by Mr. J, 8. O'Connor, solici- 
‘tor to the Attorney-General). For the priso- 
ners Ryan, Harty and Johnston—Mr. J. M. 
FitzGerald, K.C.; Mr. J. FitzGerald-Kenney, 
K.C.. T.D.; Mr. C. F. Casey, and Mr. J. 
Bourke, T.D. (instructed by Mr. J. F. 
D'Arcy, solicitor). For the prisoner Cant- 
well—Mr. V. Rice, K.C., T-D., and Mr. C. 
Lavery, K.C. (instructed by Mr. J. P. Car- 
rigan, solicitor). 

At the outset of yesterday’s hearing, Mr. 
Rice reminded the Court that he had already 
made two applications for a direction in 
favour of Cantwell (on the grounds that there 
was no evidence to convict him), and said

he was sure the Tribunal would give the 
fullest consideration to these applications and 
the remarks he had already made. 

Mr. Gavan Duffy then made the closing 
speech. He said his heavy task m sum- 
marising the eyidence had been lightened by 
the powerful address of his frend, Mr. 
FitzGerald-Kenney, who had stated the case 
for the defence. It was necessary to marshal 
evidence in logical order. 


“ALCOHOLIC ADVENTURE” 


Having described th locality, counsel con- 
tinued: ‘Kinane was shot, badly wounded 
and cruelly beatén. The incursion of these 
men into his house coincides with a dual 
motor excursion at a — hour, and with 
a very singular tryst. One car pointed out 
the house by turning there, I suggest, anc 
left the other car's occupants to accomplish 
the plan—I say ‘plan,’ because the joint 
visit of the cars proclaims a plan. This was 
no sudden impulse of three casual passers-by, 
but a scheme pre-arranged by the con- 
federates, a concerted adventure—no doubt, 
an alcoholic adventure, in which the partict- 
pation of the many, in their folly, is calcu- 
lated to give courage to the selected three. 

“ On the evidence the Court is entitled to 
infer that the baton and the revolvers, and 
the use of them, were part of a pre-concerted 
plan of the confederates.”” These three could 
have murdered Edward Kinane, if that was 
the plan, but I know the Court will be slow 
to find that that was the plan. The shootiny 
of Kinane with intent to do grievous bodily 
harm is clearly proved. One shot was fired 
without doing injury, and a second shot was 
then fired deliberately and did the harm it 
was intended to do. One of the men urged 
the other to shoot, saying: ' Why are not 
you shooting?”’—in other words, “Why 
don’t you do the job we came to do? '— 
and there was no reply, but a shot rang out. 
The cars were in close company en route 
to an unusual goal, and they had a rendez- 
vous. There is striking identification of the 
cars and synchronisation all along the road. 


There is; however, much less strong evidence 
against the accused Cantwell than against 
the other three. On count 5, of being an 
accessory to the shooting with intent, there 
is no evidence to prove it, for a purely 
technical reason. The State case against

AT THE SALE 


Dealing with the incidents of the sale of 
seized horses at Thurles cattle pound, Mr. 
Gavan Duffy said: “The Court will have 
very little doubt that there was an unlawfal 
assembly of large numbers. of non-buyers, 
who came to protest, and expected by 
their presence in the pound to frighten off 
purchasers. The accused Harty. said 
that neither he nor the crowd expected 
the horses to be sold. Of course, they didn’t. 
There is conflict of evidence as to what 
happened in the pound. There is no evidence 
against Johnston of participation in the un- 
lawful assembly, while I suggest that Harty 
was entitled to be there. 

““ As regards Ryan, there is the evidence 
of Kinane, the rate-collector, that he was 
threatened by Ryan, and there is Ryan's 
denial of the threats. Kimane’s production 
of the revolver is naturally put forward as a 
very unpleasant episode, but there is evidence 
that he had to do it in self-defence. Even if, 
there was intimidation of Kinane either be- 
fore or after that episode, I need hardly say 
that Kinane’s production of the revolver, 
even if it were unwarranted, cannot justify 
threats of reprisal on Kinane. 

“The crowd came there to render the sale 
abortive by their presence. This kind of 
thing has been going on elsewhere, it is ad- 
mitted. 

“Under the law of Saorstat Eireann, a 
man who cannot pay when a judgment 318 
given against him, be it for rates or not, 
is entitled to go to the local Court, and ask 
for time or indulgence. Therefore, the de- 
faulting ratepayer whose goods are sold is a 
defaulter who has not sought or who has not 
obtained that relief. He is, therefore, presum- 
ably. not entitled to that relief. At any rate, 
his friends have no lawful excuse for attempt- 
ing to interfere with the sale of his goods. 
In this case, the crowd went in concert to 
interfere with the sale.” 

“ Tí Ryan acted as peacemaker when things 
got dangerous, it seems hard to believe that 
he did not go there as a Jeader of men, know- 
ing that his presence would encourage the 
protests.”’ 

“Johnston had no business there, save as 
Ryan’s faithful henchman, but he says he 
left before the actual sale, and there is no 
evidence to the contrary. I do not think 
the State has brought home to Harty the con- 
vening of that assembly—whatever suspicions

“TÍ feel bound to recognise that on the 
evidence the Court cannot safely convict any 
one of the accused men on this count, in view 
of the inconclusive character of the evidence 
of their overt act of the 14th. My learned 
friend (Mr. ing Sag is perfectly 
entitled to comment also on the absence of 
corroboration of the rate collector’s story of 
Colonel Ryan’s threats. 
considering the turmoil, it is not inexplicable 
that none of the Guards present should have 
heard these threats.’’ 

Reviewing here the evidence regarding the 
shooting of Edward Kinane, half-brother of 
the rate collector, James Kinane, Mr. Gavan 
Duffy commented on the differing attitudes 
of the Kinanes in the witness-box. James 
had been “ still indignant ' at the incidents 
of the Thurles sale; but Edward, who had 
been shot, was ‘“‘ modest, calm and clear; 
devoid of emotion or exaggeration.”’ 
Counsel referred to the  ‘‘ very liberal 
libations "” of Colonel Ryan, Harty and the 
other young fellows on the night of the 
shooting, and the perhaps just anger which 
animated them. It was unfortunate that Ryan 
| chose that evening for a visit to his much- 

neglected aunt in Vippethatich, and that the 
three men did not agree as to the story. It 
was a sinister fact that Johnston did not 
turn -his car in the wide street outside the 
aunt’s house, but went further and turned it 
at an inconvenient place. 

Counsel spoke of the “ big grey car ” that 
dogged the blue car all the way to Finaghy, 
then stopped on the opposite hill while the 
blue car went as far as Kinanes and per- 
formed a turning movement. 

Mr. FitzGerald-Kenney—120 yards beyond 
Kinanes is the evidence. 

“What brain wnve,’’ continued Mr. 
Gavan Duffy, “‘wafted these two cars to a 
remote country farm—towards Kinanes— 
where lived the half-Brother of the rate 
collector? If anything more is needed you 
have the track of the Pirelli tyre found near 
Kinane’s place. bs 


ANOTHER CAR 


The Court is asked to believe that there was 
another blue car; but why did no human 
being see any trace of it? Evidence as to 
the cars is very important in this case. 
Fourteen witnesses saw the cars fairly close 
together ,in the last short stage of the 
journey to Upperchurch. The distance 
between them got closer and closer as they 
neared Kinane’s. The Court will find that 
the description of the blue car by the various 
witnesses is a description in which all agreed, 
except the one witness. That witness's 
different description is in the accused men’s 
favour. There is discrepancy in the descrip- 
tion of the grey car, but the conclusion is 
irresistible that all the witnesses were speak- 
ing of the same car. 

“* At _Upperchurch itself, Colonel Ryan 
has an alibi as to the attack on Kinane. 
Of course, it is no alibs for the conspiracy. A 
pretty story has been given of the visit of 
the drunken nephew to his ailing aunt. I 
suggest that not even a plausible motive has 
been given for the drive to Upperchurch. 
An alibi was designed in drink. Colonel 
Ryan meant to be seen in Upperchurch, 
where he was well known, and on the way 
there:’’ | 

Upon the evidence of the witness Maher, 
counsel commented that Mr. FitzGerald- 
Kenney had suggested: “ Maher belongs to 
some unscrupulous organisation which is out 
to knife Johnston; and he is ready. to swear 
anything against Johnston.” 

Mr. FitzGerald-Kenney—I never said that. 
Mr, Gavan Duffy—You certainly suggested 
iv. 

Mr. FitzGerald-Kenney—I. did not. 

Mr. Gavan Duffy—My learned friend men. 
tioned the LR.A. in connection with this 
witness, 

Mr. FitzGerald-Kenney—I did—in relation 
to the whole lot of them. i 
Mr. Gavan Duffy—Nothing of the sort was 
put to the witness. I suggest a case niust 
be desperate, indeed, when my learned friend 
has to resort to a stratagem of this kind to 
discredit the evidence. 

Continuing, Mr. Gavan Duffy referred to 


“that interesting . scallywag,  ‘ Jotter ’ 
Fogarty.” 
“His prevarcations are not evidence 


against the accused men, but the Court is 
entitled to draw its own conclusions from a 
singular coincidence. Colonel Ryan leaves out 
the ‘ Jotter’ and gives a lame explanation 
of his omission, Johnston, the driver, who 
was perfectly sober, omitted the ‘ Jotter,’ and 
gave an even less plausible excuse. Johnston’s 
counsel gave the lamest explanation of all.” 

‘, The Court is entitled to infer a conspiracy 
of silence as to the fourth man in the ear, 
whose presence must not be revealed— 
probably because he drove the Austin home.” 
Regarding the prisoner Cantwell, counsel 
asked if there could be reasonable doubt about 
Cantwell’s complicity. He had been at 
Killinan Cross at the very time the grey car 
must have been there. If he was not then 
on his way to Upperchurch, what was he 
doing ’—it was not his way home. Cantwell’s 
original statement had been extremely vague 
as to material times. Cantwell was only 
positive upon two points, and upon both of 
these he was contradicted by police evidence. 
Cantwell would apparently ‘* disappear into 
space ’’ after about 8 p.m. on the night of 
the shooting, when he was seen at Killinan 
Cross; but there was evidénce about the grey 
car that was like Cantwell’s car, and its 
subsequent movements 

“That, sirs, is my case,” concluded Mr. 
Gavan Duffy. “I would suggest to my 
learned friends that, before they again raise 
a hullaballoo about statements being seen by 
the Court, they might turn their attention 
to the Defence Forces Regulations, or that 
admirable manual of military law published 
for the British Army, and ascertain what is 
the practice of military courts. It might be 
no harm for my friends to realise that a 
court of distinguished military officers is not 
a common jury. 

Mr. Rice, K.C.—We practised in military 
courts when you were elsewhere. i 
Counsel íor the prosecution then expressed 
appreciation of the '“immense labours ” of 
Chief Superintendent Quinn and Superin- 
tendent Muldoon, to whose _ exceptional 
promptitude, energy, and resource was due 
the fact that the case was so very thoroughly 
prepared and put before the Tribunal. 

The President—The evidence in this case is 
very lengthy and involved, and the Court 
will take some time to-consider it. We hope 


there may. be—and Harty cannot be blamed 
for being -there.”’

which she stated :— 

My Committee have instructed me to ex- 
press a strong protest against. the new con- 
ditions of appointment to these posts. My 
Committee have already drawn the atténtion 
of your Department and of the Grangegorman 
Joint Committee of Management to the in- 
justices inflicted upon the existing staffs of 
these institutions, and the slur cast upon 
their professional status by making a general 
nursing training obligatory and a mental 
nursing training merely desirable for appoint- 
ment to head posts. But my Committee 
base their objections to the new methods not 
only on these injustices, but even more 
emphatically on the fact that the new 
methods do not promise to promote the wel- 
fare of the patients. . . My Committee feel 
that they, as representing that section of 
the community from which the majority 
of the patients are derived, have a moral obli- 
gation to voice a protest against any action 
on the part of the Government which tends 
to lessen, rather than improve, the amenities 
to which these patients are entitled. These 
new conditions make mental training desirable, 
but not compulsory. It must, therefore, be 
presumed that, if a nurse without such train- 
ing is appointed to a head post, she must 
acquire it to a great extent. from her sub- 
ordinates. This. seems a novel method of 
securing efficiency and discipline. 


SOME OBJECTIONS 


The head nurses are given certain responsi- 
bilities in regard to the teaching and 
training of nurses. These responsibilities 
cannot be adequately fulfilled by a "maggie 
nurse without the specialised knowledge re- 
uired for the handling of insane patients, 
he head nurses are required to give par- 
ticular attention to the excitable, restrained 
and secluded patients. They are also re- 
quired to assist in keeping order among the 
patients generally, and in promoting habits 
of regularity, decorum and cleanliness among 
them. The nurses with such duties must 
have a general nurse’s training, but need 
not have a mental training.- The patients, 
therefore, may be subjected to the inevitable 
errors and oversights of unskilled and in- 
experienced supervision. 

he age limits for these posts are fixed 
at 25-40. These conditions of employment 
eliminate applicants for the posts who are 
fully qualified for them by experience, 
character and intelligence, and admit applic- 
cants without the essential qualifications. 
My committee protest also against the arbi- 
trary action of your Department in completely 
disregarding the recommendations of the joint 
committee. They protest finally against the 
complete disregard on the part of your 
Department of the representations made to 
them on behalf of the staff by their trade 
union representatives, and especially of the 
claim that mental nurses should be given 
facilities to take out an extended training 
in general nursing and so qualify for the 
higher posts. Pending the establishment of 
a system which wi ive such facilities we 
claim: that thé posis now yacant be filled by 
the most competent nurses qa the existing 
staff. Fí

Near the bridge it struck a cyclist, who 
emerged from the direction of the military 
barracks.

Tó Judge Davitt—The van did not slow 
down immediately before the accident. 
Patrick Doyle, D.U.T.C., conductor, said 
that his attention was first attracted by the 
speed of the car, which was travelling ** any- 
where over thirty miles an hour,” He noticed 
no slackening of speed before the accident. 
The man who was killed was cycling slowly 
at the time. 

Peake, giving evidence, said that he was 
travelling at about twenty miles per hour, 
in second gear, prior to the accident. When 
he first saw the cyclist he was only about 
eight yards away and swerved to the left. 
The cyclist twerved towards Park Gate street 
and then towards Kingsbridge.

DIAMOND JUBILEE 
MEETINGS 


| Special meetings were held in the Diocesan 
Hall, Upper Baggot street, Dublin, on 
Wednesday to iabebrets the diamond jubilee 
of the Mission to Lepers (Ireland). The 
chairman at the afternoon meeting was the 
Bishop of Derry, who recalled that it was in 
Monkstown, Co. Dublin, where he had been 
brought up, that the mission was founded, 
and said that he had personally:known Miss 
Charlotte Pim, who, with Mr. Wellesley 
Bailey, had been instrumental in its founda- 
tion. 

Mr. A. T. Barber, Hon. Secretary of the 
Mission, conveyed greetings from the meeting 
an London which á had recently attended, 
and read a letter from the founder, Mr. 
Wellesley Bailey, in which he sent his best 
wishes, and thanked Ireland for her great 
share in the missionarv work. : 

The Rev. E. 8S. Allwood, until recently 
Superintendent of the Leper Home at 
Raniganj, Bengal, said that the main im- 
pression received by visitors tu the Home 
was that the lepers were all busy and happy, 
and Government officials and other visitors 
never failed to comment upon the gay and 
cheerful spirit of the place. ae 

The Right Rev. G. A. Chambers spoke of 
his work among the lepers of Central 
Tanganyika, and said that it had been esti- 
mated that there were at least one million 
lepers in Africa. Both in Africa and India, 
as well as in other countries, the mission 
sought to save the children of lepers from 
contracting the disease by providihg separate 
homes. In 1882 leprosy was considered an 
incurable disease; in 1923, according to one 
authority, complete recovery was “a rare 
occurrence that may be hoped for, but was 
not to be expected ’’; and in 1928, Sir Leonard 
Rogers, the discoverer of the curative treat- 
ment. for leprosy, said that any man: who 
\developed leprosy could simply go to the 
doctor as with an ordinary complaint, knowing 
‘that the disease was curable. :

CARRIAGE ON TURF 


RATE FIXED AT 6/- A TON: 


As the result of an application by the 
Great Southern Railways Company to the 
Railway Tribunal in the Four Courts, Dublin, 
yesterday, Judge O’Brien fixed the standard 
uniform rate of 6s. per ton for the carriage of 
peat fuel for another year. This rate, he 
said, would apply to peat carried on the 
Great Southern Railways Company’s rail and 
road services. 

Mr. J. Healy (instructed by Mr. J. J. 
McDonald, solicitor), for the applicants, said 
that a rate of 6s. per ton had been made by 
the Railway Tribunal by way of experiment. 
Last year the railway company carried 11,585 
tons of peat for 1,462,326 ton miles, the 
receipts being £3,475 10s. Two hundred and 
forty-nine tons of empty peat sacks had been 
carried free. The Minister for Industry and 
Commerce was in favour of the 6s. rate being 
continued. 

Mr. Robert Reade, rates assistant to the 
Ke“at manager, Great, Southern Railways 

., Said that there was very little profit to 
the company because the average length of 
the’ haul of peat was 127 miles. This year 
the company expected better results because 
the Government had made great efforts to 
develop the peat scheme, which had started 
rather late last year. The Government had 
also indicated to the general manager that 
they would endeavour to keep the length of 
the haul as low as possible. The railway 
company had in mind a sixty-mile haul, and 
efforts would be made to keep it down to 
that figure.

SPECIAL Service for doctors and 
A medica 1 students was held in 8t. 
ré Patrick’s Cathedral, Dublin, at 9.15 
yesterday morning. The officiating clergy 
were: The Dean of St. Patrick’s (Very Rev.

The Service was brief and simple. Prayers 
were offered for the King and Commonwealth, 
especially for the Irish Free State; asking for 
God's blessing upon all who exercised the 
art of healing, both men and women; for all 
hospitals and infirmaries, and also for the 
faculties of medicine in the universities, for 
those engaged in research, and in all auxiliary 
services. 

The anthem was “ The path of the just is 
as the shining light” (Roberts), and the 
hymns sung were “ From Thee all skill and 
science flow’’ and “ Praise, my soul, the

ST. LUKE, PHYSICIAN. 


The Very Rev, the Dean of St. Patrick's 
delivered an address from the text: “ Luke, 
the beloved physician ' (Col, iv., 14), in the 
course of which he said that St. Luke was a 
cultured, scientific, and cosmopolitan man of 
the first century, who became a believer in 
Christ, and that fact suggested the question 
of whether it was a harder matter for a 
doctor to-day to hold such belief. He put 
that question because a year ago an eminent 
Dublin doctor confessed that when he came 
to teach his children Christianity he found 
that he did not believe in it. Difficulties 
for faith there must be in every age, but if 
they were thinking of difficulties raised b 
science they could say with gratitude that 
they were not so serious to-day as they were 
about fifteen years ago. The change could 
be dated from the passage of ‘‘ The Story of 
a Labrador Doctor,”’ in which Sir Wilfred 
Grenfell spoke of “ the cocksure conceit of 
the current science of 1918,” in which the 
material had more reality than the spiritual. 
Since then they had witnessed a revolution in 
scientific thought. Life was no longer ex- 
plained in terms of force and matter, and 
the latter conception had virtually disap- 
peared, and had been replaced by one that 
might almost be described as spiritual; and 
with the disappearance of mechanical theories 
of life there disappeared the denial of free- 
will and the philosophic determinism which 
was so potent a cause of the conflict between 
religion and science, 


THE PRESIDING MIND. 


Scientists were also being compelled by 
the evidence of a power-organising evolution 
and by the strange co-ordinating factors in 
physiological processes to believe that there 
is a mind that presides with intelligence, and 
purpose over the whole process of life. We 
all thank God for that, but were it other- 
wise we might well ask: ' Shall we read the 
riddle of life in the play of the atoms, or 
| choose our facts from the highest order, that, 
of human personality.”

DR. GREGG ON ITS 
IMPORTANCE

| Cath al, Dublin, last night, for 
School teachers, parents, and all interested in 
the work of religious education. The officiat- 
ing clergy were :—The Archbishop of Dublin, 
the Dean of St. Patrick’s, the Rev. J. L.

CATTLE MARKET 
TOLLS 


CASE FOR REDUCTION

Further protests against the high tolls in 
the Dublin Cattle market were made at a 
meeting in the City Arms Hotel, Dublin, 
yesterday. Three organisations were repre- 
sented—the Irish Live Stock Exporters and 
Traders’ Association, the Irish Cattle Traders 
and Stockowners’ Association and the Dublin 
Cattle Salesmasters’ Association. i 

The Chairman, Mr. M. Birmingham, said 
no progress had been made towards the re- 
duction of tolls, and he sought suggestions 
for action. The price of cattle had fallen to 
a level which none of the members of the 
associations had ever expected to see. At 
the same time, the charges in the Dublin 
matket were double those of most English 
and Scottish markets and 300 per cent. higher 
than in pre-war days 1 
A list of the tolls in cross-Channel markets 
was then read by the Secretary, Mr. John 
Fleming. York and King’s Lynn, both big 
Irish markets, had tolls of 3d. per head on 
cattle. This is one-third of the charge in 
Dublin. i 

Other representatives stated that it was 
admitted that the cattle market carried the 
charges of the other Dublin markets. The 
market account was charged with £5,000 in 
rates. : 7 

The situation since 1918 was reviewed by 
Mr. John P. Cuffe, wha eommented that the 
tolls were raised to 9d. in 1918. ‘‘ The cattle 
trade was good then, and we paid,” he con- 
tinued. ‘“‘In 1922 the power of the ee 
tion to levy the charge was legalised. ith 
the depression in the cattle trade, we are 
entitled to a reduction to help us to do some- 
thing towards restoring the business, The 
producers are really paying the charges, and 
we, as salesmen, are trying to protect them.” 
Mr. Cuffe also stated that considerable trade 
was being lost by the Port of Dublin, and a 
number of cattle sold in Naas on Wednesday 
were being shipped through ‘Belfast. 

A suggestion by Mr. James O'Connor that 
the Salesmasters’ Association should pay half 
the toll, the balance being put into a fund, 
and the matter fought out in the courts, 
This was rejected, as Mr. George Lennon 
said counsel’s opinion was that the Associa- 
tion would have no case. 

On Mr. J. P. Cuffe’s proposal, it was 
decided to arrange for a deputation to the 
Lord Mayor, The matter could then be 
taken before Dail representatives before ap- 
proaching the City Manager.

Coopers and their dependents were entitled 
to benefits—pensions, holidays and medical 
attendance—which could be assumed as 
equivalent to between 14s. and 15s. a week.

That meant 
that they were unaware, not only of the 
number of ale casks they should need, but 
also the actual sizes of the casks required, 
With the price of casks as high as it was, 
none of them could be expected to lay in 
a sufficient stock of new casks of every size 
to cover all possible needs. Consequently 
they had to rely upon the big can tleaael 
manufacturing cooperages, who could supply 
their wants often within a week or ten 
days. To insist on ale casks being made 
here would mean either a severe handicap 
on the already over-handicapped Irish ale 
brewer, or the settin up of what seemed 
to them an “‘ impossible”’ factory from the 
economic point of view. 

The wages of Irish coopers were consider- 
ably above those of English and Scottish 
coopers. They maintained that they were 
doing their utmost to help their branch of 
Irish industry, and the least the Government 
could do was not to hinder them in any way 
if felt that, for special reasons, it could

THE MENTALLY . 
DEFECTIVE CHILD 


PROBLEM OF ITS 
TREATMENT 


The difficulty of givimg proper care to 
mentally défective children was mentioned in 
the report of the Resident Medical Officer, 
Dr. J. O’C. Dommellan, te the Grangeorman 
and Portrane Mental. Hospitals’ Commitee, 
Dublin; yesterday. 

In the two institutions there are eleven 
children in this. category, Their care isa 
problem, since their number is not sufficient 
to warrant the setting aside of special wards 
for them. He suggested that a central home 
for defectives of this .type should be estab- 
lished: where patients from all parts»of the 
country could - dealt with. . 

Some of these cases could be much im- 

proved under judicious management and train- 
ing, and those of the worst type would receive 
appropriate attention, which it was impossible 
to afford in a general mental hospital. .

BREAKS DOWN.

The King was laid to rest at Topola 
this afternoon in the erypt of the beautiful 
white marble church built by his father, 
King Peter I., beside the tomb of his 
mother, Queen Zorka. 

The final scenes were intensely moving. 
The widowed Queen and little King Peter 


broke down and wept unrestrainedly. The 
other Royal mourners were equally 
affected. 


For two days Belgrade had been a city 
of mourning. Hundreds of thousands of 
peasants and townsmen from every part 
of Yugoslavia had filed past the King’s 
cofhn as it lay in state in the Royal 
Palace. I 

When the Palace gates were closed at 
ten o'clock last night thousands upon 
thousands were still vainly waiting to 
render a last homage to the dead King. 

. Throughout the night the roads to the 

capital echoed ‘to the tramp of bands of 
men, women and children flocking to be 
present at the funeral. Undaunted by the 
cold, drenching rain, they had come from 
every district im the country. 


HALF-A-MILLION PEOPLE 
Long before dawn they took up their 


stand along the route the cortéye was to 
follow, and when the funeral ceremonies 
began half-a-million people were lining 
the streets. 

Neither Queen Marie of Rumania nor 
Princess Marina walked in the procession, 
but went by car from the cathedral to the 
station, where they joined the train. 

A noteworthy feature of the ceremony 
was its .military aspect; for all the 
countries represented in the Balkan Pact, 
the countries of the Little Entente, had 
all sent representative detachments.

In a leading article The Times remarks 
to-day:—The report of the Commission 
appointed in New Zealand to inquire into 
the difficulties of the dairying industry 
deserves careful study in this country, as 
well as in the. Dominion. Most of it, 
though important to-everyone interested 
in the organisation of production and 
marketing, is of direct concern only to New 
Zealand, but the section on the sale of 
Dominion produce in the British market 
inevitably raises questions which. affect 
dairy farmers in Great Britain, in the 
other Dominions, particularly in Australia, 
and, indeed, in all those countries which 
are accustomed to send supplies to this 
market. Moreover, since selling is im- 
possible without buying they affect also 
the British manufacturing industries, for 
which the markets of those countries are 
important outlets. 

It is contended, adds The Times, that 
New Zealand has an equitable claim for 
special preference, not only over foreign 
countries, but also over the other 
Dominions, both because of the low tariff 
which she imposes on imports from Great 
Britain and also because she does not 
dump her produce on the British market 
with the help of subsidies. Hitherto no 
claim of this kind has been advanced by 
any Dominion owing to the general feeling 
that it would be invidious for the British 
Government to discriminate between 
different parts of the oversea Empire. The 
report was only issued yesterday, and it 
is not yet known what action the Govern- 
ment will take on this or, indeed, on any 
other of its recommendations, but it will 
he interesting to see how the claim for 
preferential treatment, and the reasons 
advanced in support of it, are regarded by 
the other Dominions. i 
There will certainly be no lack of 
subjects to discuss in the preliminary con- 
versations which must prepare the ground 
for the next Imperial Conference, due to 
be held in 1936. The King celebrates next 
year the twenty-fifth anniversary of his 
accession to the Throne. There will be a 
great gathering of Dominion statesmen in 
London to take part in the rejoicings, and 
the opportunity, no doubt, will be taken to 
discuss informally, but all the more use- 
fully, the questions which have arisen 
since the conclusion of the Ottawa Agree- 
ments. Perhaps what has been demon- 
strated most clearly is the necessity for 
machinery to ensure more frequent, if 
possible continuous, contact between the 
Governments of the Empire, enabling them 
to discuss each point of difference as it 
arises, and to adjust their policies to 
constantly changing circumstances.

Telephonic service south of Midleton, 
restored last night, was put. out of order 
again to-day, and, in addition, transport 
facilities were seriously hampered by 
fallen trees. : 

The railway service between Midleton 
and Youghal was dislocated this morning 
by the severing of the telegraph and tele- 
phone wires on the railway line. Later 
the service was resumed and normal] condi 
tions were restored, * 


MOTORISTS ESCAPE 


Telephone wires were severed during 
Wednesday night about five miles from 
Youghal, cutting off connection with Cork 
and necessitating communication via’ Dun- 
garvan, Co. Waterford. The morning 
goods train from Cork with mails and the. 
early passenger train from Youghal were 
delayed. The damage was made good, and 
traffic resumed in a couple of hours. 

A tree was felled across the main Cork 
to Fermoy road late last night just beyond 
Riverstown, and a well-known Fermoy 
bookmaker (Mr. Daniel Noonan) and Mr. 
Patrick -McGrath, Fermoy, who was 
driving him home from the Cork grey- 
hound racing mecting, had a narrow 
escape when their car ran into the tree.

The most ex- 
cessive toil from morning to night would 
not produce the taxation they demanded 
from them.

Mr. W. J. Broderick, T.D., said that 
they were appreciating that day the action 
of the men imprisoned for refusing to 
relinguish the right to their own property. 
He maintained that of every hundred 
pounds the Irish farmer brought in the 
Government was taking seventy from him. 
A Government could not defy a united 
people, and to create that unity they 
should demonstrate the fact that every- 
body’s welfare in the State was bound 
up in their own. It had taken an Irish 
Parliament to sweep away the farmer’s 
ownership of his land. The Government 
wanted to make serfs of the iy and to 
goad them to their will. The farmers at 
the present time were simply occupiers of 
their land at the will of the State.

REICHSBISHOP’S 
PREDICAMENT 


LOSS OF HIS SPECIAL 
MINISTERS

BERLIN, Thursday. 
The conflict in the Evangelical Church 


that reached its climax in the ‘‘ dismissal ”’ 
by Dr. Jaeger, the Church legal ad- 
ministrator, of Bishops Wurm and Meiser, 
of Southern Germany, has had an un- 
expected. sequel. 

Some members of Reichsbishop Mueller’s 
Ecclesiastical Ministry—-Bishop Tom, of 
Pomerania; Herr Birnbaum, Bishop 
Christiansen and Church Counsellor 
Langemann—called on Dr. Jaeger asking 
him to resign on the ground that he was 
generally considered to be the big obstacle 
in the way of restoring peace in the 
Church. ' 

Dr. Jaeger's reply was the dismissal of 
these four Church dignitaries, which 
action, however, has not, yet received the 
approval of Reichsbishop Mueller. 

It is further learned that Dr. Kinder, 
leader of the German Christians, has also 
fallen into disgrace with Dr. Jaeger, who 
wants to get rid of him because he does 
not consider him energetic enough to be 
head of an important movement like the 
German Christians. 

Herr von Papen, who is a Catholic, is 
himself greatly concerned about events in 
the Evangelical Church. It is believed in 
some quarters here that his visit to Sweden 
is not of a purely private nature, but is 
related to Germany’s Protestant and 
Catholic Church problems. 

The Vicar of the Reichsbishop,. Dr. 
Engalka, has declared his solidarity with 
the other members of the Ecclesiastical 
Ministry and has resigned, so that Reichs- 
bishop Mueller is now without any Church 
advisers, and must rely only on the advice 
of Dr. Jaeger. 


THEIR OWN CONGRESS 


_ The attitude of the German Christians 
is also uncertain since the removal from 
his post as leader of Dr, Kinder, In 
addition, the German Christians of 
Thuringia have seceded from the main 
body and have convoked a congress of 
their own at Weimar in opposition to Dr. 
Jaeger. 

The Confessional Synod, on the other 
hand, is more united than ever, and the 
impression gains ground that the so-called 
German Church opposition would be the 
only body to carry out Adolf Hitler’s idea 
of a United Evangelical Church in Ger- 
many. 

Dr. Jaeger’s activities in Southern 
Germany have not lost him the confidence 
of. Reichsbishop Mueller, declared an 
official spokesman of Dr. Jaeger’s forces 
to Reuter this evening. : 

On the contrary, added the spokesman, 
Dr. Jaeger’s actions had greatly increased 
the .Reichsbishop’s confidence in him. 

Dr. Mueller returned to Berlin to-night 
from Altheide, in Silesia, where he has 
been recuperating from recent exertions, 
and Dr. Jaeger is understood to be on the 
way to the capital to confer with his chief. 

Dr. Jaeger’s spokesman declared that 
the fight was to be continued ‘‘ but slowly 
and calmly.”

FOR TRIAL BY TRIBUNAL 


Three Dunmanway men, Patrick Foley, 
William Grainger and John O'Leary, who 
are to be charged before the Military 
Tribunal, were transferred from Cork to 
Mountjoy Prison, Dublin, yesterday. 

When they were about to be arraigned 
at Cork Circuit on Monday last, the State 
counsel, Mr. J, F. Meagher, read an order 
stating that the men were to be sent before 
the Tribunal for trial: Grainger and 
Foley were charged with unlawful 
assembly, obstructing the Civic Guards, 
and attempting to resctie a prisoner. 
O'Leary was charged with the possession 
of firearms and ammunition to endanger 
life. The incidents arose out of a sports 
meeting at Dunmanway, at which it was 
alleged an attempt was made to interfere 
with the sports.

CHURCH CRUX] ARRESTS IN 


ITALY 


ASSASSINATION 
SEQUEL 


THE “ DOCTOR” AND 
THE “ DELEGATE ” 


ALLEGED CHIEFS OF 
TERRORISTS 


From Revren’s Corresponpent. 
TURIN, Thursday, 


Two men believed to be the master- 
minds behind the Marseilles assassina- 
tions were arrested here to-day at the re- 
quest of the French police. 

One is Dr. Ante Pavelitch, head of the 
Croat Refugee Association, sometimes 
called a terrorist society, known as the 


Utashi. He is believed to be the 
“Doctor” mentioned as being the 
‘brains ” of the terrorists by the alleged 


accomplices already under arrest, and now 
in Marseilles. 

The other is Engen Kawternitch, be- 
lieved to be Kraemer, the so-called ‘‘ De- 
legate ’’ who conveyed the orders to the 
gunmen, but whose name they said they 
did not know. Kraemer has been de- 
scribed as the -“‘ chief gun ” of the Utashi. 

Both men were interrogated by the 
police. They denied that they were in any 
way implicated in the crime, but are being 
kept in prison for farther interrogation. 

The Italian newspapers have been pro- 
hibited from publishing details of the ar- 
rests, beyond the bare fact that men have 
been detained by the police. 


AN EX-DEPUTY 
From Revuter’s CorRRESPONDENT. 
PARIS, Thursday. 


The arrest of Pavelitch and Kraemer, 
which follows upon instructions from the 
French Streté, has created a sensation 
here. 

The Streté got wind last Monday that 
Pavelitch and Kraemer were somewhere in 
Italy, and notified the Rome police, who 
replied promising the fullest assistance in 
tracking down the terrorists. 

A French Sireté inspector has gone to 
Turin to confirm the identity of the 
two men. 

According to messages received from 
Rome, the arrest of Pavelitch took place 
at least twenty-four hours before the news 
was made public. : 

Pavelitch is an ex-Deputy of the Yugo- 
slav Parliament, to which he was last 
elected in 1927 as an Independent. In 1928 
he left Yugoslavia shortly after the murder 
of the Croat leader Raditch. Since then he 
is believed to have been almost perpetually 
on the move between Austria, Italy and 
Hungary. 

It is alleged that it was he who organised 
the abortive attempt to assassinate King 
Alexander at Zagreb last year. But even 
before that he had been sentenced to death 
by default by Yugoslav Courts. 


AT LAUSANNE? 
It is reported that before his arrest in 


Turin Pavelitch was seen at Pesaro. The 
police suspect that he had been to Lausanne 
to await Benes and Novak and Malny— 
now under arrest at Marseilles—and give 
them back the Hungarian passports with 
which they entered Switzerland. 

Kawternitch — or Kviaternik — alias 
Kraemer is an ex-student, the son of a 
former Austrian Colonel of Croat descent, 
and it is alleged that it was he who 
planned the outrage at police headquarters 
at Zagreb at the beginning of this year. 

At that time it came out during the trial 
that he spent most of the year in Germany, 
staying with his sister, who was married to 
a German business man. The French 
Súreté believes that several other terrorists 
whose trace has not yet been discovered 
took part in the assassination plot. 

It appears that Pavelitch had another 
lieutenant who, under the name of Mio 
Bzik, was already known to the inter- 
national police. It seems that it was this 
man who handed Benes, Novak and Malny 
their forged passports in Hungary.

An second prosecution arising out of 
incidents at the sale of seized cattle 
on August 13th last at Cork, when one 
man was fatally wounded and several 
others shot, was heard before Judge 
O’Connor at the Cork Circuit Court 
to-day. 

John O'Driscoll, Kilcrea, Ovens, County 
Cork, who was among those who were 
wounded on the occasion, was charged: (1) 


| With riot and tumult, that he, with divers 


others, did, at Copley street, Cork, on 13th 
August, being armed with. sticks and 
other offensive weapons, unlawfully and 
riotously assemble to disturb the public 
peace; (2)‘ that, at the same time and 
place, he with others did impede -the 


the lawful execution of a Land Commis- 
sion warrant issued against one, John 
Coveney; (3), that he resisted, obstructed 
and impeded the Sheriff; and (4) that he 
maliciously injured a gate, the property of 
Messrs. William Marsh and Sons, to the 
amount of £78. 
The accused pleaded not guilty. 


ADDRESS OF COUNSEL 


Mr. J. F. Meagher, who (instructed by 
Mr. Maurice O’Connor, State Solicitor) 
prosecuted, said that the main facts were 
already known. In the lorry which 
crashed through the saleyard gates that 
day were fifteen or sixteen men, armed 
with weapons like this (counsel held up a 
stick in court). His submission would be 
that every man who was on that lorry was 
guilty of the four counts on which the 
accused man, O'Driscoll, was charged. . 

Evidence was then taken. 

Mr. O'Driscoll, for the defence, sub- 
mitted that there was nothing like 
sufficient evidence to convict the accused 
man, 


JUDGE’S CHARGE 


Summing up, Judge O’Connor said that 
there was cool, calm, deliberate firing, and 
it was a good job for human life that there 
was cool, calm, deliberate firing, because 
if these men got away with it, with batons 
in their hands, and pursued by the crowd, 
you can picture to yourselves the dreadful 
loss of life there might have been. There 
would not have been one man killed, there 
would have been fifty or a hundred people 
trampledsto death in that yard. 

There has been a lot of talk about the 
firing that took place. Remember that 
the man in control, Chief Superintendent 
Fitzgerald, had been knocked down by the 
lorry, and he disappeared into a shed. He 
was knocked completely out of action, and, 
of course, it was necessary for these men

others, who were charged with 
the duty of preserving the public 
ace and keeping innocent people 


rom being killed, to fire—cool, calm and 
deliberate firing—showing that they were 
not stampeded, at any rate, and it was a 
good job for this city of Cork that some men 
kept their heads on that occasion. 


SERIOUS. VIOLENCE 


Continuing, Judge O’Connor said that 
the weapons in the lorry were brought there 
for the express purpose of impeding the 
Sheriff by violence, and violence of a very 
serious kind. 

As to the point that there was no evi- 
dence to show how the accused got into the 
yard, it was open to that young man found 
wounded in the lorry to go into the witness- 
box and tell them how he came to be in 
the yard. If the jury had any doubt about 
it on the evidence before them, then all 
he could say was they should join the ranks 
of Doubting Thomases. | 

The lorry was brought into use as a kind 
of half battering-ram, half tank, to smash 
into the yard. It was a deliberately pre- 
pared attack upon some individuals in the 
yard, and if the jury accepted the ample 
evidence for the State they must find the 
accused guilty. On the fourth count of 
malicious damage they must acquit him, 
because there was no evidence of damage. 

The jury found the accused not guilty on 
the first three counts, and not guilty, by 
direction of the Court, on the remaining 
count. 

He was accordingly discharged. 


FIFTEEN CASES 
ADJOURNED 


The following were then arraigned on 
three counts of unlawful and riotous 
assembly on the same occasion:—John 
Fahy, Daniel Scannell, Edward Fahy, 
Patrick Fahy, M. Desmond, Daniel Cole- 
man, M. O'Connell, Frank Dempsey,

I am determined that a man is not going 
to take part in such an incident, in which 
he has no interest, for mere money, 80+ 
that, if the money is not forthcoming by 
Saturday, I will impose a severe sentence.

Last night the order of starting was 
decided by the drawing of lots. 
Colonel Roscoe Turner will be the 
second to take off, and he will be 
followed forty-five seconds later by 
Colonel J]. C. Fitzmaurice and Mr. 
E. W. Bonar in the “ Irish Swoop.”” 
The other entrants will follow at 


similar intervals, so that, if every- 
thing goes according to schedule, they 
should all be on their way by 7 
o clock. 

The first three machines are all sup- 
posed to be able to carry sufficient fuel 
to enable them to reach Baghdad. This 
is a distance of 2,530 miles by the Great 
Cirele course which the pilots will use. 
Incidentally it is the longest of the six 
legs of the route. 


SPEED POSSIBILITIES 

On test the De Havilland Comet to be 
flown by the Mollisons showed that it 
could do 255 miles per hour at 1,000 feet. 
The commercial férm of Colonel Roscoe 
Turner’s Boeing Transport monoplane has 
a top speed of 200 miles per hour, while 
the maximum speed claimed for the Bel- 
lanca monoplane Irish Swoop 1s 260 miles 
per hour at 15,000 feet. In view of the

HANDICAP FIGURES. 


The handicap figures for twelve 
of the machines in the air race to 
Australia, issued last night, show 
that the fastest machine handi- 
capped so far is that of Captain 
Neville Stack, which is calculated 
to be able to fly to Melbourne in 
2 days 19 hours. This is a con- 


tinuous non-stop flight estimate , 
but, of course, competitors will 


have to rest on the journey and 
re-fuel, 


however, the competitors will certainly not 
fly with their engines at full throttle for 
any length of time. 

It is likely, however, that neither the 
Boeing nor the Bellanca will be allowed 
to completely fill their petrol tanks. If 
they did so.they would be over the maxi- 
mum permissible weights of their certi- 
ficates of airworthiness. The reason for 
this, it is stated, is that when weighed in 
America they were filled with United 
States petrol, which is lighter than the 
British aviation spirit. Delays will be 
caused to these competitors at the control 
points, since the. quantity of petrol in 
their tanks will have to be checked before 
they continue the next stage of their 
journey. 


THE “TRISH SWOOP” 

Yesterday an engine cowling was re- 
fitted to the Irish Swoop. It proved 
satisfactory, and both Colonel Fitzmaurice 
and Mr. Bonar were flying the machine 
during the day. According to the United 
States Department of Commerce certificate 
the maximum permissible weight of the 
Trish Swoop is 8,3501b. This includes 500 
gallons of fuel, sufficient for about four- 
teen hours’ flying, the necessary oil for 
the engine, and the pilots’ weight. 

Mr. O. Cathcart Jones and Mr. H. K. 
Waller, pilots of the D.H. Comet, entered 
by Mr. Bernard Rubin, had bad luck 
yesterday when landing at Mildenhall 
after a practice flight. Their machine was 
seen to “ sit down ”. on its engines when 
the under-carriage collapsed on touching 
the ground. The machine was immediately 
removed to the hangar, and mechanics. 
made an examination of the damage. By 
working all through the night and to-day 
they hope to have repairs completed in 
time for the start. 

The twenty-first arrival at the aero- 
drome, Flying-Offcer H. D. Gillman and 
Mr. J. K. C. Baines, in a Fairey ‘ Fox,” 
arrived after dark last night. They had 
been granted an extension until noon, but 
after a consultation the Royal Aero Club 
officials agreed to try and get the machine 
pound for the speed section of the race, 

ut it has been ruled out of the handicap 


event. No further arrivals are likely. 


MOUNTAIN RANGES 
At certain points along the route the 
competitors will be forced to fly very high 
owing to the presence of mountain ranges, 
some of which will be crossed at night. On 
the Mildenhall-Baghdad section the highest 
int isin Turkey. This is 6,000 feet high, 
but before they reach this they will. have to 
cross the Transylvanian Alps, which reach 
up to 4,500 feet. Persia presents mountains 
up to 10,000 feet, and most of the pilots 
will be crossing these during Saturday 
night if the race starts to time. After 
leaving Allahabad there is one big obstacle, 
5,000 feet high, between Alor Star and 
Singapore, and another about the same 
height in Borneo, with one of 6,000 feet in 

the South-East Malay Archipelago.

An article in this morning’s Pravda— 
the mouthpiece of the Communist Party— 
alleges that the assassination of Kin 
Alexander and M. Barthou was. prepa 
in Germany. : 

In support of its contention the paper 
states that the leader of the Croatian ter- 
rorist organisation, ‘‘ 3 
Pavelitch—has headquarters in Berlin, 
where he publishes three terrorist news- 
papers which are freely circulated, and 
are printed in the German language for 
the information of foreigners. 

The article states that in the issue of 
August 16th of the Independent Uroatian 
Government, one of Pavelitch’s papers, 
Pavelitch publishes the text of a letter 
written to the French, Rumanian and 
Czech Consulates at Zagreb saying :— 

“Let M. Barthou, King Alexander, Dr. 
Benés and M. Titulescu not think that 
they can juggle with other nations in any 
way they like. Fate will soon convince 
them of this.’’ 

The Pravda article ends as follows :— 
“This dire threat was carried out within 
less than two months in Marseilles.’ 


BERLIN INDIGNATION 
From RevutTsrk’s CORRESPONDENT, 
BERLIN, Thursday. 


The allegation in the Communist news- 
paper Pravda that “the assassination of 
King Alexander and M. Barthou was pre- 
pared in Germany ' has caused great 
indignation here. 

The Pravda, which in the past few days 
has printed an article accusing the Nazis 
of having financed assassinations abroad, 
has been banned ostensibly for an article 
which appeared nearly.a month ago on 


German concentration camps. 
It is pointed out that Croatian 
Nationalists, who are anti-Jewish, 


naturally found many kindred spirits in 
Berlin when the Nazis first came into 
power, and matiy Croatians went to Nazi 
meetings. 

The Croats, too, were one of the few 
refugee associations still allowed to bring 
out refugee newspapers in Berlin; but 
when the German Foreign Office sought to 
forge new ties of friendship with Yugo- 
slavia as a matter of official policy 
Croatian newspapers were officially for- 
bidden. 

Several Croats have apparently un- 
ostentatiously left Berlin recently. 

It was learned to-night that a Croat 
named Chilar, who formerly ran a refugee 
newspaper, Croat Press, was artested two 
days ago after a dramatic scene at the 
Yugoslav Legation. The Berlin police are 
still to-night looking for a number of other 
Croat refugees known to have been recent) 

in the city. .

LABOUR'S CHANCE 
AT ELECTIONS

MR. BEVIN’S HOPES 


Mr. Ernest Bevin, Qeneral Secretary, ade 
dressing an All-Ireland delegate conference 
of the Transport and General Workers’ 
Union at Belfast yesterday, said that he 
believed that at the next election in Great 
Britain there was a reasonable chance of 
Labour getting a majority at the polls. 

** We believe that we have got for the pur- 
pose of maintaining peace in the world to 
use the only instrument that has vet been 
established—the League of Nations—and 


ly to make it effective, so that if 


any nation resorts to war the rest of the 
world can organise its forces to prevent that 
war succeeding.”’ 

Mr. H. J. Site the President, said: 

“Free speech, a free Press, a free platform, 
democratic government, the right to a free 
election, are things worth preserving. They 
represent our only bulwark against the tyrant 
and offer the only opportunity to be governed 
by reason as against force.” 
' The Irish Secretary’s (Mr. S. Kyle) report 
stated :—Since we mag last in Cork two years 
ago I have to report that our union has been 
making continued progress. A brief resume 
for the past year is as follows :— 

Gross income for the year 1933 was £31,922. 
so that in comparison with any other union 
in Ireland we are the largest and most power- 
ful union in this country. During this period 
we have paid no less than £2,658 in dispute 
benefit alone; this figure is excluding the 
amount of nearly £3,000 spent on the brick- 
yard dispute. We have had many major 
disputes during the las tyear, as well as the 
smaller ones that have n settled by our 
officers. 

Our position in the Trades Union Congress 
has been vindicated by the annual congress 
at Galway, but the efforts of the [Irish 
Transpcrt Workers’ Union to disrupt our 
membership is still going on. In January of 
this year that union formed a branch for 
tramwaymen, and used the whole force of 
their union to try to smash our union in 
Dublin. I am glad to say that, despite the 


support of the Government of the 


Free State, and the intense national feeling 
in the Free State, arising out of the economic 
war with England, the great majority of the . 
Dublin tramwaymen and ’bus workers have 
remained loyal to our union. 

This disruption movement of the Irish 
Transport Union is not confined to Dublin, 
and similar tactics have been employed with 
varying results at Castlebar, Tuam, Athenry, 
Galway, Gort, Ballinasloe, Carrick-on-Suir, 
Cork, Waterford and Westport, also at 
Enniscorthy. 

The General Executive Council have 
ny supported us in our fairly sne- 
cessful efforts to counter the tactics of the 
Irish Transport Union, but I do want our 
members up and down the country to realise 
that this fight is their fight, to maintain and 
improve the wages and conditions of the 
class to which we belong. I desire to stress 
the fact that our union is not a racial union 
but an international union, recognising that 
the strvggle of the working class in al! 
countries is very much the same, and that — 
we ought not to allow scheming politicians— 
either in the trade union ranks or in the 
wider field of politics—to divide our ranks.
